Irthe jLifeS of literary men afford bat scanty mate. 
rials to their Biographer, the deficiency docs not 
arise from a want of intoresdng events, since the 
natural progress of GenioB mnst be always ioterest- 
ing ; but because the erents that happened were not 
deemed of sufficient importance to be preserved, nor 
the progreea of genius towards maturity of sufficient 
conaeqttencfl to be deiwribed, until Death had re- 
pressed the malevolence of Envy, and thns over. 
come, what Beattie • so admirably termed, the un- 
conquerable bar of Poverty. 

It, on this account, becomes the dnty o( Literary 

Men, who hare published works of sufficient impor- 

^ce to attract public notice, to beqaeatb^ as a kind 

• Miamd. 
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of legacy to their Cavatty, an account of tbeir lires 
and writings, and of the gradual progress of tbeir 
mindi : nor sbonld anj writer be taxed with vanity* 
for doing tbis, since it would t«nd to enlarge oar 
knowledge of an history of all others the most in- 
teresting—the history of the human mind. Memoira 
of living Authors, published by persons who faaTe 
pejet lired in habits of intimacy with them, are of 
])ttle service to the cause of Literature, unless 
Minutes of the leading particnUrs in each Life are 
famished by the individuals themselves: for other- 
wise, a scope is afforded to wound the feelings of 
many a worthy man, and to increase the flippant 
conceit of many a snccessfnl Impostor. Splenetic 
Curiosity frequently devoara what Principle and 
Honour should lead men to reject with indignation.

Mr. William Falconer was bom about the year 
1730, and was tlie son of a poor bnt indastrioas 
barber at Edinburgh ; wbo, like Fielding's cele- 
brated Partridge, possessed coosiderable talents and 
humour, and maintuned a large lamily hy' his in> 
dustry • It is remarkable that all his children, with 
the sole exception of our Author, were either deaf 
or dumb: Falconer himself mendoned this sin- 
gotar drcumstance to Captain H(jhtes, when they

But vhere are we to look 
for thuse sparks, which, perhaps, were chicflf con- 
fined to himBeir, or, if caminaDicated, were oniy 
given to the confined circle in which he moved? 
The Gentleman's Magazine contains one Poem,* 
which I have the authority of Lieutenant Udnteb 
to assign to Falconer. I therefore suspect, that, 
a few years prcTioas to the publication of The 
SBiPwascK, he occasionally sent poetical commnni- 
cations to that fashionable repository of literary 
talent; and am strongly inclined to think, that he 
was the Author of the lines On lie uncommon tcar- 
dty of Foilry in thai Magazincy signed J. Vv. a 
Sailor ; as also, of The Dttcription of a Ninety Gun 
Ship) in a subsequent roJnme, which had no signature.

But if we hare to lament the loss of many of 
Falgokek's Minor Poems, I may also express my 
astonishment at the uncertainty wbicb still prevails 
respecting the real Author of Ceate, rude Boreas : 
that it was not written by G. A. Steeteits there can 
be hut little donbt ; he was neither versed in the 
science, nor in the terms of Navigation. It has <ang 
been my opinion, and that of many other persons, 
that this Ode was either composed by Fai«ombs, or 
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hy tnodier NhkI Poet, who now is scircely known 
ant of the profession, CapUin Thomson,* the celq- 
brated yet anonymous Author of manj ^ca Songs. 
Some naral officers are of opinion, th»t this Ode, 
hoirerer sublime, is not lufficientlj correct, in the

We now approach tfa« most important oTent in 
tiie literary life of Falconer ; who, like both bii 
friends, Captain and Lieutenant Hunrtn, nrged on 
l>iB coBne through every threatening obstacle : witb- 
ovt becoming dependent on any- assistance but that 
of Proridence, he emerged at length from obscnritj', 
and g^ned the otinoEl sommit of his ambition. The 
first edition of The Shipwreck was printed in qnarto, 
bjrMiixAB, in May 1762; and was dedicated to 
Hb Royal Highness Edwaud, Duke of York, who 
flien had hoisted his Flag, as Rear>Admiral of the 
Bile, on board the Peincsss Ahkua, of 80 guns ; 
Mtached to the Fleet nnder Sir Euward Hawke. 
This Fleet was sent after M. de Tehitat, aod after- 
wards cmized off the Coast of FaAirci. The Poem 
■ucceeded from the moment it appeared ; its Author

quit the Merchant Serrice for the Royal Nary : ac- 
cordiDgly, before the summer had elapsed, he was 
rated a Midsbipman on board Sir Edward Hawkb'i 
Ship, the Royal Georoc* 

During the same year the following optoion of 
The Shipwreck was delivered by a celebrated 
Literary Joarnal ; which, as it considerably tended 
to increase the fame of Falconer, deserves men- 
tion in this Memoir : 

** It has'frequeatly been observed, that trae Geoini 
will surmount every obstacle which opposes its ex. 
ertioD : how unfavourable soever the sitaatioo of k 
Seaman may be thought (o the Poet, certain it istha 
two characters are not incompatible ; for none but 
an able Seaman conld give so didactic an account, 
and so accurate a description of the Voyt^e and

*' The main subject of the Poem h the loss of th« 
Ship Britaicnia, a Merchantman, bound from 
AiBZAiTDHiA to YxNicE, which touched at the Island 
of Camsia ; whence proceeding on her voyage, she 
met with a violent Storm that drove her on the 
Coasts of Gusbcb, where she suffered shipwreck 
near Cape CoLOMirE} three only of the Crew b^g 
left alire. 

"The Ship patting to sea from the Port of 
Caruia, the Poet takes aa opportunity of making 
lereral beautiful marine descriptions; such as the 
prospect of the Shore; a shoal of Dolphins; a 
Water-Spout ; the method of taking an Azimuth ; 
and working the Ship. In the Second Canfo, the 
Ship having cleared the Land, tlie Storm begins ; 
and with it the aonsaltation of the Pilots, and oper. 
ations of the Seamen; all which the Poet has de- 
icribed with an amazing minuteness, and has found 
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mtens to redi^ce the Efrerat techntCAl terms of Uio 
itarine intb Bmootfa uid kmBonioni nnmbers. 
HoUer has been admired by some for reducing a 
Catalogue of Ships into tolerably flowing verse ; but 
who, except a poetlcsl Sailor, the nunting of 
ApOlld, educated by Neftorb, wosdd ever hare 
thonght of Terafffing bis own sea-laftguAg^- -Whst 
other Poet would erer have dreamt of Reef'TaeJcltr, 
Huliardt, Clue-garKett,Biait'lines, Ldthingt, Lataardt^ 
abd fift^ other termi equally obnextond to tiie soft 
Sihg-'SoDg of modem poetasters ? 

" Many of his descriptions are not inferior to any 
thing in the ^Gnbcp ; many passages in the third and 
fifdi books of which our Author has had in yieW : 
thej have not suffered by his imitation ; and his 
Pilot appears to much greater adrantage than tbe 
Piiisnaus of Vibbjl. 

" Not is the Poet's talent confined to the de- 
scription of inanimate Scenes : he relate^ and be« 
wails, the untimely fa,te of his Companions in the 
most animated and pathetic strains. The close of 
the Master's address to the Seamen, in the time of 
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their greateit danger, is noble and philosophical. 
It is impoBBible to read the circnmstantial accoant 
of the nnfortanate eod of the Ship's Crew, without 
being deeply affected by the Tale, and charmed 
with the manner of the relation."* 

The beaiity of this Poem may perhaps appear in a 
Btill more fa* onrable light to the learned reader, if I 
lubjoin the following passages from the First Canto, 
which the taste of an honourable and classic Native 
of Ireland has lately clothed in Virgilian verse i

The elegant manner in which these lines afe ren. 
dered into Latin, giTes a new and an additional effect 
to the poetry of THeSuiPVKF.cK ; an J will prove, even 
to the pedant, that the dialance hetwecn ViKOiLnnd 
Falconer Is not so great as he may have ioiagined. 

The Poem of The SHiFffRscK is of inestimabl* 
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Tslae to this Country, since it contains withia itself 
UteiudimentsofNaTigation: if notBofficienttofarm 
ft complete Seaman, it ma; certainly be considered 
U the Grammar of his proEewional Science. I haTC 
lieard many experienced officers declare, that the 
rales and maxims delivered in this Poem, for the con- 
AflCt of a Ship in the most perilous emergency, fonn- 
the best, indeed the onty, opinions which a skilful 
Mariner should adopt. We possess, therefore, a 
Poem, not only eminent for its sublimit and pathos, 
bat for an harmonious poetic assemblageof technical 
tetu and maxims nsed in Nafigation, which a young 
Sailor may easily commit to memory ; and also^ with 
these, such scientiSc principles as will enable him to 
lay a soond foundation for his future professl9n4l 
tkill and judgment. We should therefore, as Britous^ 
respect this Poem as the composition of a Naial 
Sibyl ; and its three Cantos are the more valnable, 
imce onr Author did not lire to enrich his Country 
with any similar productions. 

A.t the Peace of 1763, the Royai, GnonoE was 
P^ off; and Falooneb now added another zealous 
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and benevolent character to the namber of bis 
friends, in the person of Mr, Williak Hdnter,* 
brother to his Shipmate, who at tbe same time was 
also paid off in the Suthekland. Prerions to the 
Peace, the Dolce of To&k had emliarked on board 
the Centurioit, with Commodore Harrtsoit, for 
the Mediterranean ; on which occasion FAtCONEK 
published an Ode,+ entitled, Oa the Duke of Yorh't 
tecottd Departure from England a$ Rear- Admiral. ** He 
composed it," says Goremor Hunter, " during an 
occasional absence from his messmates, irhen he re- 
tired into a small space formed between the cable 
tiers and the Ship's side." In this composition he 
had Dbtden's Ode to Saint Cecilia in riew ; and, 
like him, with all the enthusiasm of a Poet, has 
made a demigod of his Hero. The conclnsion is not 
unworthy eren of Dryden : 

" Not then, illiutriciua Chiet ! refuse 
llie incense of a Naotic Muse \ 
Forth! lo ntiam shsll Niptore'i sons complain. 
But him whote arms unriralled ihIe the Main ?

miiflion, his frieods adfiSed him to eichangethemDi- 
fatry, for the civil line in the royal nnj ; and ac- 
cordinglj', in the course of the wid year, 1703, he 
was appointed Purser of the Gloky* Frigate, 33 
gnos. The subseqaent death of the gallant Dnke of 
York at Momacoa, on the 17th of September, 1767, 
though felt by all the nation, was more particnlarly 
a ssrere loss to Falcovea; whose welfare, owing 
to this melancholy event, became again precarions. 
His literary fame, however, was established ; some 
few friends, among whom the Huittkrs took the 
lead, still remained; andheaccordinglyendeavonred 
to dry the tear, which (he memory of his royal 
Patron frequently called forth, by indalging in the 
vision of Hope that was still prolonged : nor did 
Providence in this emergency forsake him. Soon 
afler his appointment to the Glort, Falcon eb had 
married a yonng lady of the name of Hicks, who, I 
believe, is still living ; but where, I have hitherto 
been unable to discover. She, probably, possesses 
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not only a. miniature of her hnsband, bnt maay 
mannscripte and letters, wUch would tend to throw 
additional light on his biography. Miss Hjcks's father 
was Surgeon ofSbeemess Yard, and enjoyed consi- 
derable talents for poetry. Mrs. Fai.conbk is de- 
scribed to me as displaying keen abilitiei; and that it 
vas the lustre of her mind, rather than of her per- 
son, which attracted and confirm»d the affection of 
her husband ; his feelings, at this period, are ex- 
pressed in a little Ballad,* styled the Fond Loteh :

■ There is aUo printed by him an Addiess Co Miuhda. 
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Fausonbb's principal amusement alw&j's epDibted 
in literary occopation ; and when the G-LoaT ^as 
laid up io ordinary at Cbatham, Commissioner HaK^ 
WAT, brother to the celebrated Johas Hamwat, 
became delighted with the genius of iti Purser. The 
Captain's cabin was ordered to be fitted np with a 
store, and with every addition of comfort that could 
be procured ; in order that Falconer might thus be 
enabled to enjoy his farourite propensity, without 
either molestation or eipence. How long he con- 
tinued in this retreat is uncert^nl for here a|;ain 
my information f^ls me. In this hermitage he 
finished his celebrated Unirersal Dictionary of the 
Marine ; a work that had engaged his ntmost appli- 
cation for some years. The undertaking was first 
suggested to him by George Lbwis Scott, Esq. and 
its great utility was acknowledged by Sir Eowabd 
Hawke, and other professional men in the Nary. 
In a letter which Falconer received from the cele- 
brated Do Hahel, his opinion of it was thus de- 
cidedly given : Ce livre manqOoit abaolvment ; cetui qvi 
a iti imprimi en UoUande, et qui a eu uit debit coitii- 
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dSrable, at lris-4mparfait ; cdtd de M. Satvnai at 
encore pint niauvau. From tbe Gldky, Falcones 
was appointed to the Swiftsure.* 

In 1704 he pnblislied a new edjtion of fail Poem, 
in octaro, corrected and enlarged ; and being by 
fratitude, as well as principle, attached to the partj- 
of the King's Friends, he printed, aboat the year 
1765, a political Satire on Lord Chatham, Wilkks, 
and CHuBcRiLt, which serFed aa a powerful anti- 
dote to the RosciAD .- many of the lines are conceived 
with all the energy of Jdtenal : 

" Nor shall Dnmanly Teiroi now controul 
Tbe stioDK menlineni stnigglinE in hei soul ; 
WbQe Indignalion with rensllcss Strain 
Pourt her fall deluge (hrougfa each iwcUiiis vein."

Iak,* irhich then was ordered to carry out to India 
Henht Vansittart, Esq.f Jjokx Scroftoit, Esq. 
and Colonel F.Fosde; that Falconbei, who also 
bad the promise of being their prirate secretary, 
from the joy of obtaining so Incratite a situation, 
neglected this edition, and left the last alterations to 
Us friend Mallet : the inferiori^ of many passages 
i> strikingly evident. I have endeavoured, with 
the assistance of the first and second editions, to 
make onr Anthor correct himself, and thus to restore 
the pnrity of the original text, which had become 
strangely impaired; at the same time being careful 
to preserve all the beauties of the third edition. 

The joy which this appointment gave to the 
friends of Falconer may easily be imagined; but 
this, alasl was of short duration: the Auboba

176S; and after toaching at the Cape, was lost 
daring the remainder of the passage. The follow- 
iDg Letter* from Mr. Hibst, Chaptain to the Com- 
mission, is the sole acconnt that exists of their pro- 
ceedings at the Cape : 

Capb Town, December 19, 1769. 
" I write this from the Dutch Town at the Cape 
of Goon Hope. My last gare you an account of 
oar arrival at, and departure from, Madeika ; aad 
this acquaints yon that we arrired here the sixth 
instant, from whence, it is imagined, we shall f sail 
the day after to.morrow. I have made many little 
excursions during. my residence here, but not far 
enough into the country to gire yoo much account 
of it ; and there is little worth conreying to yon 
from hence, unless I could hare sent some authentic 
anecdotes of the Aborigines of the Country, I mean 
the HoTTEKtoTS ; and tbey are all shrunk into the 
inlaud parts, at least two or three hundred miles

" Yesterday, and the day before, I made one of a 
party with Mr. VAKsirtAuT to Bay Falso, about 
twenty English miles from the Cape. We rode 
partly on horseback, and partly in a coach, baring 
two of the GoTernor's coaches and six to attend us. 
Indeed I cannot say too much of the very hospitable 
reception we meet with here, owing to the great 
respect which the Datch Governor and his Council 
shew to Mr. Vansittart. You may be sure this 
circumstance gives me no small pleasure; as it is a 
proof of the great name and character he has in 
India, that even strangers are not unacquainted 
with it. It has been reported that Cafe Falso *

u not fact, as the hilla or rathet monnlainB, de' 
Bcend almost to the sea-side, and are so steep and 
craggy as not to admit of cuttiTation. The Com- 
pany have lately built some store.houses there for 
the service of tbe shipping in the winter time ; wbea 
the wiads blow so hard in Table Bat, that they 
cannot with safety lide here. It is with some satts- 
fitction I recognise tlie view of the Table-land and 
its environs; and am pleased to find the resemblance 
of my view + of it in 1786, mnch more strong than 
I thought. If I had more time and less indolence, 
I might have perhaps made it less unworthy tbe ac- 
ceptance of my friends. The Comet which we saw 
in Enclamd approaching to the snn, we saw return- 
ing from it: I tooktwoobserTationsof its situation 
in the heavens, with respect to the neighbouring 
fised stars; and wrote on the occasion a sheet-full, 

Aiaii),LBilt, which lies over against it; and haTing fmad theii 
DlistAe, ihey called this " Cibd Filso," or the False Cape,

The writer of the above letter, Mr. Hirst, was 
Fellow of the Royal Society ; and had been Chap- 
Iain on board several of his Majesty's Ships, particu- 
larly the Hampton Court, when dispatched to 
IiiSBON after the earthquake in 1765. In 1750 be 
was Chaplain to the Lxnox, and Secretary to Rear 
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Admiral Cornish. — ^He made an accnrate obserr^ 
tioD of the transit of Venai over the lan on Jane 6, 
17S1, at the Gorernment- House, at Madhai; and 
at the second transit of Venas, Jnne 3, 1769, Mr. 
HiBST was one of the assifltants to tlie Astronomer 
Royal at Gbkenvicb. 

Varions are the reports that hare arisen respect- 
ing the loss of the Aurora, which vat twice on fire 
hefore she left the River. Mr. Ddncombc obserres 
in a note :* " It seems now to be the general idea, 
that this unfortunate Ship was bnmt. It is affirmed, 
that the Superrisors, among other indulgences, had 
hot sappers ; and eTery Seaman knows, and has ex- 
perienced, the dangers and accidents, to which Ships 
are exposed by fire as well as water, eriin with the 
ntmost care and attention." 

Snch has in general been the prevailing idea re. 
specting the ArRORA : bat Mr. Ddncovbe was not 
aware of the increased attention that would he paid 
by Captain Lee, and his Officers, to the risk of losing 
their Ship by the Inxary mentioned. Besides, sack 
precautioQB are taken in the Galley,f or kitchen.-

In point of address, his manner 
waa bluDt, awkward, and forbidding : but he ipoke 
with great Putney ; and his simple jet tmpresaire 
diotion was conchrd in wordi which reminded his 
hearers of the tersenoM of Swirr. Thongh Paiaonsr 
poswesed a warm and friendly disposition, he was 
fond of controvenj', and inclined to satire. His 
(•bserration was keen and rapid ; his criticisms on 
uy inaccnracf of langnage, or expression, were 
frequently severe ; yet this severity was always in- 
tended erentnally to create mirth, and not by any 
means to shew his own superiority, or to giro 
the smallest offence. In his natural temper he was 
cheerful, and frequently used to amuse his Mess- 
mates by composing Acrostics on their favourites; 
In which he particularly excelled. As a professional 
man, be was a thorongh Seaman ; and, like most 
of that profession, was kinil, generous, and beoe- 
Toleot. He often assured Governor Hunteii, that 
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' his edncation had been confined merely to reading 
English, writing, and a little arithmetic ; notwith- 
■landing which, be was never at a loss to nnderstand 
either French, Spanish, Italian, or even German. 

In thia edition I have employed my utmost dili- 
gence, and latterly amidst distraction, '' in sickness, 
and in sorrow,'' that I might induce my Conntryroea 
to hononr the watery Grave of the shipwrecked 
Falconer. I trust the tribute, thos paid to his 
memory, cannot fail of producing ihe desired effect, 
since, through the kindness of Mr. * Bowlo, I 
have been enabled to employ a kindred genius to

That, with her pitchy entrails stored, resort, 
A sooty tribe, to fair Augusta's port : 
Where'er in ambush Inrk the fatal Sands, 
They claim the danger, proud of skilful bands ; 
For while with darkling course their Vessels sweep 
The winding shore) oi plough (be faithless deep, 
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0*er Bar, and Shelve, tbe watery path they aoiuid 
With dexterous arm, sagacious of the ground: 
Fearless thej combat eveiy hostile wind, 
Wheeling in mazy tracks, with course inclined. 
Expert to moor where terrors line the road, 
Or win the anchor from its dark abode; 
Bttt drooping, and relaxed, in climes afar, 
Tumultuous and undisciplined in War. 
Such B^nHONa was ; by learning unrefined. 
That oft enlightens to corrupt the mind. 
Boisterous of manners ; trained in early youth 
To scenes that shame the conscious cheek of Truth ; 
To scenes that Nature's struggling voice control, 
And freeze Compassion rising in the soul: 
WherethegrimhelUhoundSiprowlinground the shore , 
With foul intent the stranded Bark explore ; 
Deaf to the voice of woe, her decks they board, 
-While tardy justice slumbers o'er her sword. 
Th' indignant Muse, severely taught to feel, 
' Shrinks from a theme she blushes to rercal. 
Too oft Example, armed with poisons fell, 
PoltuteB the shrine where Mercy loves to dwell: 
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Thns Rodmond, trained hy this anhkllowed crew, 
The sacred social passions nerer knev. 
Unskilled to argue, in dispute yet loud, 
Bold vithont cantion, Tithoat hononni prond ; 
In Art unichooled, each Teteran mle he prized, 
And all imprOTenient haughtily despised. 
Tet, though fall oft to future perils blind, 
With skill superior glowed his daring mind, 
Through snores of death the reeling bark to g&lde, 
When midnight shades iiiTohe the raging tide. 

To RonuoND, next in order of commaiid, 
Succeeds the youngest of oar nayal band : 
But what avails it to record a name 
That conrta no rank among the sons of fame; 
Whose vital Spring bad just began to bloom, 
When o'er it Sorrow spread her sicken! ng- gloom f 
While yet a stripling, oft with fond alarms 
His bosom danced to Nature's boundless charms; 
On him fair Science dawned in happier honr. 
Awakening into bloom young Fancy's flower : 
But soon Adversity, with freezing blasts 
The blossom withered, and the dawn o'ercast. 
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Forlorn or heart, and by severe decree

Hither he wandered, anxious to explore 
Antiqaities of Nations now no more ; 
To penetral« each distant realm unknown, 
And range excursire o'er th' antravelled zone :

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With genuine sjropatby may yet complain. 
While sad Remembrance bleeds at every vein. 

These, chief among the Ship's conducting train.

Oft in the mazes of a neighbouring grore 
TJnIieaTd they breathed, alternate rows of love : 
By fond society their passion grew, 
Like the young blossom fed with vernal dew ; 
"While their chaste Souls possessed the pleasing paini 
That truth improves, and Virtue ne'er restrains. 
In evil hour th' officious tongue of Fame 
Betrayed the secret of their mniual flame. 
With grief and anger struggling in his breast, 
Falkhon's Father heard the tale confest; 
Long bad he listened with Suspicion's ear, 
Asd learnt, sagacious, this event to fear. 
Too well, fair Youth! thy liberal heart he knew, 
A heart to Nature's warm impressions true ; 
Full oft his wisdom strove with fruitl^s toll

That soil impregnated with nobler seed

With scorn the Parent eyed the lowly shade

From clime to clime an Bxile doomed to roam, 

His heart still panted for its secret home. 

The moon had circled twice her wayward zone, 
To him since young Akion first was known; 
Whowandcringhcrethroughmanyascenerenown'd, 
In Alexandria's port the vessel found ; 
Where, ansioDS to review his native shore, 
He on the roaring wave embarked once more. 
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Oft by pale Cynthia'g melancholy light 
With him Palehom kept the watch of night. 
In whose aad bosom many a sigh supprest 
Some painfal secret of the soul contest :

" Whose bosom opens to the rernal gale ; 

" Ber eyes unconscious of their fatal charms, 

" Thrilled crery heart with exquisite alarms:

" The smile of maiden innocence esprest; 

" While Health, that rises with the new.bom day, 

" Breathed o'er her cheek the softest blash of 

"May: , 
'< Still in het look Complacence smiled serene ; 
" She moved the Charmer of the rural scene 1 

" 'Twas at that Season, when the fields resame 
" Their loTeliest huea, arrayed in rernal bloom : 
" Yon Ship, rich freighted from th' Italian shore, 
" To Thames' f^r banks her costly tribute here: 
** While thus my Father saw his ample hoard, 
'^ From this return, with recent treasures storM; 
" Me, with affairs of commerce charg'd, he sent 
" To Albebt's hamble mansion — soon I went! 
" Too soon, alasl unconscious of th' event.

While yet the songsters of the Tocal grore, 
With dying Dnmbers tune the sonl to love : 
With joyful eyes tb' attentife Master sees 
Th' anspicioQB omens of an eastern breeze. 
Round the diarged bowl the Sailors form a ring ; 
By turns recount the wondrous tale, or sing, 
As lore, or battle, hardships of the Main, 
Or genial wine, awake the homely strain : 
Then some the Watch of Night alternate keep, 
The rest lie buried in ablirioas sleep. 

Deep Midnight now inrolTes the livid skies, 
When eastern breezes, yet enervate, rise ; 
The waning Moon behind a watery shroud 
Pale glimmered o'er the long protracted cloud; 
A migh^ Halo round her silver dironc, 
AVith parting meteors crossed, portentous shone: 
This in the troubled sky full oft prevails. 
Oft deemed a signal of tempestuous gales. 

While young Abioh sleeps, before his sight 
Tumultuous swim the Visions of the Night '• 
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NoW) blooming Anna with her bappy swain 
Approacbed the sacred Hymeneal fane ; 
Anon, tremendoas lightnings flash between, 
And funeral pomp, and weeping loTes are seen : 
Now with Palehon, up a rocky Steep, 
Wbose summit trembles o'er the roaring Deep, 
With painful step he climbed ; while far above 
Sweet Anna charmed them with the toice uf Love : 
Then sadden from the slippery height they fell, 
While dreadful yawned, beneath, the jaws of hell. — 
Amid this fearful Trance, a thundering sound 
He hears, and thrice the hollow decks rebound ; 
Upstarting from his conch on deck he sprung, 
Thrice with shrill note the Boatswun's whistle rung : 
JU hand* wtmoor ! proclaims a boisterous cry ; 
AU hands unmoor ! the caverned Rocks reply : 
Roused from repose aloft the Sailors swarm. 
And with their levers soon the Windlass arm: 
The Order given, ap springing with a bound, '\

The ponderous ADchor rises o'er the wave. 

High on the slipper; Masts the Yards ascend,

Lcrant and Thracian Gales alternate play.

Now Morn with gradual pace adranced on high. 
Whitening with orient Beam the twilight Sky : 
She comes not in refulgent pomp arrayed, 
But frowning stern, and wrapt in sullen shade. 
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Above incDmbent mists, tail Ida's height, 
Tremendons rock ! emerges on the sight ; 
North-^ast, a leagae, the Isle of Stahhia bears, 
And westward, Fbbsciun's woody Cape appears. 

In distant angles while the transient gales 
Alternate blow, they trim the flagging sails ;

The Natives, while the Ship departs Aeir land, 
Adhore with admiration gazing stand- 
Majestically slow before the breeze 
She moved triumphant o'er the yielding Seas;

The bending Wales their contrast next displayed.

Wide o'er yon lathmnB BCands the Cypress GroTe, 
Tbkt once inclosed the hallowed fane of Jore ;

It rends in thonsand shivering shreds on high I 
The MainrSail all in streaming ruins tore, 
I^ud fluttering, imitates the Uiundcr's roar : 
The Ship still labours in th' oppressive strain, 
Low bendingj as if ne'er to rise again. 
Bf or up the Helm a-wealher ! Rodhohd cries : 
Swift at the word the helm a-weather flies; 
She feels its guiding power, and veers apace. 
And now the Fyre-Swl right athwart they brace : 
With equal sheets restrained, the bellying Sail 
Spreads a broad concave to the sweeping Gale. 
■While o'er the foam the Ship impetuous flies, 
TKb Helm th' attentive Timoneer applies:

Each motion 'watches of the doubtful cbacc, 
Obliqnelf wheeling throngh the fluid space ; 
So, gorerned by the Steenman's glowing handi. 
The regent Helm her motion still commands. 

Bnt now, the transient Squall to leeward past. 
Again she rallies to the sullen blast : 
The Helm to starboard moves ; each shirering Sail 
Is sharply trimmed to clasp tV augmentiog Gale — 
I'he Mizen draws ; she spring* aloof once more, 
White the fore Stay-Sul balances before. 
The Fore-Sail braced obliquely to the wind, 
They near the prow tV extended Tack confin'd; 
Then on the leeward Sheet the seamen bend, 
And haul the how.line to the Bowsprit.end : 
To Top-Sails next tfaey haste ; the bnntlines gone! 
Through rattling blocks the Clue^nes swiftly rau;

From Caitdia's bay th' unwilling Ship betray'd. 
No longer fawns beneath the fair disguise, 
But like a ruffian on his quarry fliei : 
Tost on the tide she feels the tempest blow, 
And dreads tlt^ vengeance of so fell a foe— 
As the proud Horse with costly trappings gay. 
Exulting, prances to the bloody fray ; 
Spurning the ground he glories in his might, 
But reels tumultuous in the shock of fight : 
E'en so, caparisoned in gandy pridCf 
The hounding Vessel dances on the tide. 

Fierceand more fierce the gathering tempest grew, 
South, and by West, the threatening Demon blew; 
AusTE&'s resistless force all Eur invades, 
And every rolling Wave more ample spreads : 
The Ship no longer can her top.sails bear; 
No hopes of milder weather now appear. 
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Bowlines and Half ards are cast off again, 
Cluclines hauled down, and Shaets let fly am^n : 
Embroiled each Top.Bail, and b^ braces sqaar'd, 
The Seamen climb aloft, and man eacli Taid; 
Tbej furled the Sails, and pointed to the wind 
The Yards, by rolling tackles then confin'd, 
While o'er the Ship the gallant Boatswain flies ; 
Ijke a hoarse mastiff through the Stonn he cries, 
Prompt to direct th' unskllfDl still appears, 
Tb' expert he praises, and the timid cheers. 
Now some, to strike Top-gallant Yards attend, 
Some, Trav'llers np the weathnr-back' stays send, 
At each mast-head the Top-ropes others bend: 
The Parrels, Lifts, and Clae.lines soon are gone. 
Topped and unrigged, they down the back-stays run ; 
The Yards secure along the Booms were laid. 
And all the flying ropes aloft belay'd : 
Theif Sails reduced, and all the rigging clear, 
Awhile the Crew relax from toils severe; 
Awhile their spirits, with fatigue opprest. 
In fain expect th' alternate hour of rest — 
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But with redoubling force the Tempeits blow, 
And water}' hilh in dread Enccessian fiow; 
A dismal shade o'ercast the frowning Skiei, 
New troubles grow ; fresh difficulties rise : 
No season this from duty to descend, 
All hantU on deck must now the Storm attend. 

Bis race performed, the sacred Lamp of day 
Now dipt in western clouds his parting ray : 
His languid fires, half lost in ambient haze. 
Refract along the dusk a crimson blaze ; 
Till deep immerged the sickening orb descends, 
And cheerlessNighto'erHearen her reign extends: 
Sad Erening's hoar, how different from the past \ * 
No flaming pomp, no blushing glories cast, 
No ray of friendly light is seen around ; 
The Moon and Stars in hopeless shade are drown'd. 

The Ship no longer can whole courses bear, 
To reef ^em now becomes the Master's care; 
The Sailors, summoned aft, all ready stand. 
And man th' enfolding Brails at his command : 
But here the doubtful Officers dispute, 
Till skill, anil judgment, prejudice confute : 
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For RosHOND, to new methods Btitl a foe, 
Would fint, at all events, tbe sheet let go ; 
To long-tned practice obBtinatel}' warm, 
He doubts conTtction, and relies on form. 
This Albert and Arion disapprove, 
And first to brail the tack np firmly more : 
*' The waWhful Seaman, whose sagacious eye 
" On sure experience may with truth rely, 
" Who from the reigning Cause foretels th' Effect, 
" This barbarous practice ever will reject : 
" For,Jiuttering loose in air, the rigid Sail 
" Soon Jits to ruins in the furious Gale ; 
« And he, mho strives the Tempest to disarm, 
" Wili never frst embroil the lee Yard^Arm." 
So Albert spoke ; to windward, at his call, 
Some Seamen the clue-garnet stand to haul-— 
The Tack's eased ofiF, while the involf ing Clue 
Between the pendent blocks ascending fieir ; 
The Sheet and weather.brace they now stand by. 
The lee clue-garnet, and the bunt>lines ply ; 
Then, all prepared, Let go the Sheet ! he cries — 
Loud rattling, jarring, though the blocks it flies! 
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Shivering at first, till hy the blast impelled; 
High o'er the lee yard.arm the Canvass swelled ; 
By BpilliDg liaes embraced, with brails confin'd} 
It lies at length nnsfaaken by the wind. 
The Foresail then secured with equal care, 
Agaia to reef the Mainsail tbey repair ; 
While some above the Yard o'er-haul the tye^ 
Below, the dowD-haol Tackle others ply ; 
Jears, lifts and brails, a seaman each atteods, 
And down the mast its mighty Yard descends : 
When lowered sufficient they seen rely .brace, 
And fis the rolling tackle in its place ; 
The reef-lines and their earings now prepared, 
Mounting on pliant shrouds they man the Yard:. 
Far on the extremes appear two able hands^ 
For no inferior skill this task demai^s— 
To windward, foremost, young Abion strides, 
The lee yard'arm the gallant Boatswain rides : 
Each Earing to its Cringle first they bend, 
The recf-band then along the yard extend; 
The circling Earings round th' extremes entwin'd. 
By outer and by inner turns they bind; 
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The reeMines nest from band to band receWed, 
Throagh eyelet-holes and roban.legs vere reered ; 
Tbe folding Reefs in plaits inroUed they lay, 
Extend the worming lines, and ends belaj. 

Hadst thou, AuoH ! held the leeward post 
While OR the Yard by mountain billows tost. 
Perhaps Oblivion o'er uur tragic tale 
Had then for ever drawn her dusky Teil ; 
But ruling Heaven prolonged tby Tital date, 
Sererer ills to sufier, and relate. 

For, while aloft the order those attend 
To fori tbe Mainsail, or on deck descend ; 
A Sea, upsurging with stupendous roll, 
To instant ruin seems to doom the whole ; 
friends, lecure your hold! Akion cries — 
It comes all dreadful ! down the Vessel lies 
Half buried sideways ; while, beneath it tost. 
Four Seamen off the tee yard-arm are lost : 
Tom with resistless fury from their hold. 
In vain their struggling arms the Yard enfold ; 
In vain to grapple flying ropes they try, 
The Ropes, alas ! a solid gripe deny : 
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Prone on tiie midnight Surge with panting breath 
They cry for aid, and long contend with Death ; 
High o'er their heads the rolling Billows sweep, 
And down they sink in everlasting sleep. 
Bereft of power to help, their Comrades see 
The wretched victims die beneath the lee, 
With frnidess sorrow their lost state bemoan, 
Perhaps a fatal prelude to their own. 

Id dark snspence on deck the pilots stand, 
Nor can determine on the next command : 
Though still they knew the Vessel's armed side 
Impenetrable to the clasping Tide ; 
Tboagb still the waters by no secret wound 
A passage to her deep recesses fonnd ; 
Surrounding e?ils yet (hey ponder o'er, 
A storm, a dangerous sea, and leeward shore ! 
" Should they, though reefed, agun their sails extend, 
" Again in shiTCring streamers they may rend ; * 
'< Or should they stand, beneath th' oppressive strain 
" The down-pressed Ship may nerer rise again ; 
^ Too late to weather how Morea's land, 
*' And drifting fast on Athens' rocky strand." 
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Thns tbey lament the consequence severe, 
Where perils nnallayed by Hope appear: 
Long pondering in their minds each feared erent. 
At last to furl the Conraes they consent ; 
That done, to reef the Mizen next agree, 
And try beneath it sidelong in the Sea. 

Now down the mast the Yard they lovrcr away, 
Then jears and topping.lift secure belay ; 
The Head, with donbling canvass fenced around. 
In balance near the lofty peak they bonnd; 
The Reef enwrapped, th' Inserting knittles tied, 
The halyards throt and peak are next applied— 
The Order given, the Yard aloft they strayed, 
The bruls relaxed, th' extended Sheet belayed ; 
The Helm its post forsook, and, lashed a-lee, 
Inclined the wayward prow to front the sea. 

IV. When sacred Orphecs on the Stygian coast, 
With notes divine deplored his Consort lost; 
Thongh round him perils grew in fell array, 
And Fates and Furies stood to bar his way ; 
Not more adventurous was th' attempt, to move 
Th' infernal Powers with strains of heavenly love. 
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Than mine, in Ornamental Verac to dress 

The harshest sounds that terms of art ezpresB : 

Such arduous toil sage Dcdalds endnred, 

In mazes, self-iDrented, long imranred, 

Till Genius her superior aid bestow'd, 

To guide him through that intricate abode— 

Thns, long imprisoned in a rugged way 

Where Fikebus' daughters never aimed to stray, 

The Muse, that tuned to barbarous sounds her string, 

Now spreads, like Dxdalvs, a bolder wing ; 

The Verse begins in softer strains to Sow, 

Replete wilb sad variety of woe. 

As yet, amid this elemental war, 
Where Desolation in his gloomy car 
Triumphant rages round the starless roid. 
And Fate on erery billow seem^ to ride ; 
Nor toil, nor hazard, nor distress appear 
To sink the Seamen with unmanly fear : 
Though their firm hearts no pageant-honour boast, 
They scorn the wretch that trembles at his post; 
Who from the face of danger strives to turn. 
Indignant from the social hour they spurn; 
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Though now full oft they felt the raging Tide 
Id proud rebellion climb the Vessel's side; 
Though eTery ristDg Wave mors dreadful grotri, 
And Id succession dire the Deck o'erflows ; 
No future ills unknown their souls appat. 
They know no Danger, or tbey scorn it all : 
But e'en the generous spirits of the Srare, 
Snbdued by toil, a friendly respite crave; 
They, with severe fatigue alone opprest. 
Would fain indulge an interval of rest. 

Far other cares the Master's mind employ. 
Approaching Perils all his hopes destroy : 
In rain he spreads the graduated Chart, 
And bounds the distance by the rules of art ; 
Across the geometric Plane espands 
The compasses to circumjacent lands ; 
Ungrateful task ! for, no asylum found, 
Death yawns on every leeward shore around. — . 
While Albebt thus, with horrid doubts dismayed, 
The geometric distances surveyed, 
On deck the watchful Rodmond cries aloud, 
Secure your lives ! grasp ewry man a Shroui — 
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Roused from his trance, he monnts with eyes aghast; 
When o'er the Ship, in undulation vast, 
A giant Surge down rushes from on high, 
And fore and oft dissefered ruini lie : 
kt when, Britannia's Empire to maintain, 
Great Hawke descends in thunder on the Main, 
Around the brazen voice of battle roars. 
And fatal lightnings blast the hostile shores ; 
Beneath the Storm their shattered Naries groan ; 
The trembliug Deep recoils from zone to zone — 
Thus the torn Vessel felt th' enormons stroke, 
The Boats beneath the thundering deluge broke ; 
Torn from their planks the cracking ring-bolts drew, 
And gripes and lashings all asunder flew ; 
Companion, Binacle, in floating wreck, 
With Compasses and Glasses strewed the Deck ; 
The balanced Mizen, rending to the head. 
In fluttering fragments from its bolt-rope fled; 
The Sides conTulsive shook on groaning Beams, 
And, rent with labour, yawned their pitchy Seams. 

They sound the Well, and, terrible to hear ! 
Fire feet immersed along the Line appear : 
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At either Pump ihey ply the clanking brake, 

And, turn by turn, th' nngrateful office take : 

RoDMOND, Abion, «nd Palemon here 

At this sad Task all diligent appear—- 

Aa some strong Citadel begirt with foes 

Tries long the tide of ruin to oppose, 

Destruction near her spreads his black array, 

And Death and Sorrow mark his horrid vay: 

Till, in some destined hour, against her wall 

In tenfold rage the fatal thunders fall ; 

It breaks 1 it bursts before the cannonade I 

And following hosts the shattered Domes invade : 

Her inmates long repel the hostile Flood, 

And shield their sacred charge in streams of blood ; 

So the brave Mariners their Pumps attend, 

And help incessant, by rotation, lend; 

Bnt ;^1 ID vainl for now the sounding Cord, 

Updrawn, an undiminished depth explored. 

Nor this severe distress is found alone, 

The Ribs opprcst by pondeious cannon groan; 

Deep rolling from the watery volume's height, 

The tortar'd Sides seem bursting with their weight — 
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So reels Pelobus witb conruUiYe throes, 

When in hia Teins the baming Earthquake glowi; 

Hoarse through his entrails roars th' iofemal flame, 

And central Thundera rend his groaning frame— 

Accnmolated mischiefs thus arise, 

And Fate, (indictife, all their skill defies: 

For this, one remedy is only known, 

From the torn Ship her metal most be thrown; 

Eventful Task 1 ^vhich last distress require^ 

And dread of instant Death alone inspires : 

For, while intent the yawning decks to ease, 

Filled ever and anon with rosbing Seas, 

Some fatal billow with recoiling sweep 

iMay whirl the helpless Wretches in the Deep. 

No season this for counsel or delay; 
Too soon th' erentful moments haste away ! 
Here Perseverance, with each help of Art, 
Must join the boldest efforts of the heart ; 
These only now their misery can reliere. 
These only now a dawn of safety give. 
While o'er the qsirering deck from lan to rear 
Broad surges roll in terrible career. 
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RoDHOND, Arion, and a. chosen crew, 
This office in the face of death parsiie ; 
The wheeled Artillery o'er the deck to guide, 
RoDHOND descending claimed the weather-side ; 
Fearless of heart, the Chief his orders gare, 
Fronting the rode assaults of every ware — 
Like some strong Watch-tower nodding o'er theDeep, 
Whose rocky base the foaming waters sweep. 
Untamed he stood; the stern aerial war 
Had marked his honest face with many a scar ; 
Meanwhile Abiod, traversing the Waist, ^ 

The cordage of the leeward'^uns unbraced, > 

And pointed crows beneath the Metal placed> j 
Watching the roll, their forelocks they withdrew, 
And from tiwir beds the reeliug Cannon threw; 
Then, from the windward battlements unbottnd, 
RonuoiTD'fl associates wheeled tb' artillery round; 
Pointed with iron fangs, their bars beguile 
The ponderons Arms across the steep defile; 
Then, hurled from sounding hinges o'er the side, 
Thnndering they plunge into the flashing Tide. 
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The Ship, thns eased, same little respite finds 
In this mde confiict of the Seas and Winds— 
Snch ease Alcides felt, when, clogged irith gore, 
Th' eBTenom'd Mantle from his side he tore ; 
When, stnng with burning pain, he stroTe too late 
To stop the swift career of crael Fate ; 
Yet then his heart one ray of Hope procured, 
Sad harbinger of serenfold pangs endured — 
Such, and so short, the pause of woe She found! 
Cimmerian darkness shades the Deep around, 
Save when the lightnings in terrific blaze 
Deluge the cheerless gloom with horrid rays : 
Above, all Kthcr fraught with scenes of woe 
With grim destruction threatens all below ; 
Beneath, the storm-lashed Surges furious rise, 
And wave nprolled on wave assails the skies ; 
With ever-fioating bulwarks they surround 
The Ship, half- swallowed in the black profound. 

With ceaseless liazard and fatigue opprest. 
Dismay and anguish every heart possest ; 
For while, with sweeping inundation, o'er 
The sea.beat Ship the booming Waters roar. 
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Displaced beneath by her capacious womb, 
They rage their ancient station to reaume ; 
By secret ambnghes, their force to prove, 
Through many a winding cbannel first tbey rove ; 
Till gathering fury, like the fevered blood, 
Throagh her dark veins they roll a rapid flood : 
When unrelenting thus the Leaks they found. 
The clattering Fumps with clanking strokes resound ; 
Around each leaping TaWe, by toil subdued, 
The tough boll-bide must e*er be renewed: 
Tbeir sinking hearts unusnal horrors chill. 
And down their weary limbs thick dews distil; 
No ray of light their dying Hope rsdeems. 
Pregnant with some new woe, each moment teems. 

Again the Chief th' instmctive Chart extends, 
And o'er the figured plane attentiTe bends ; 
To him the motion of each orb was known, 
That wheels around the Sun's refulgent throne; 
But here, alas! his science nought avails, 
Skill droops unequal, and experience fails : 
The different Traverses, since twilight made,, 
He on the hydrographic circle l^d ; 
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Then, ID the graduated Arch contained, 
The angle of lee-way, seven points, remained.-' 
Her place ditcoTered by the rulei of art, 
Unusual terrors shook the Master's heart, 
When, on th' immediate line ofdriftt he fonnd 
The rugged Isle, with roclu and breakers bound, 
OfFALcoNERA; dbtast only now 
Nine lessening leagues beneath the leeward bow : 
For, ir on those destnictife shallows tost. 
The helpless Bark with all her Crew are lost; 
As fatal still appears, that danger o'er. 
The steep St. George, and rocky Gahdalos. 
With him the Pilots, of their hopeless state. 
In mournful consultation, long debate — 
Not more perplexing doubts her Chiefs app^ 
When some prond City verges to her fall, 
While rnin glares around, and pale afitight 
ConTencB her Conncils in the dead of night. 
No blazoned Trophies o'er their ConcaTe spread, 
Nor storied Pillars raised aloft their head : 
But here the Queen of shade around them threw 
Her dragon wing, disastrous to the view ! 
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Dire iras tlie Scene with whirlwind, hail, and shower ; 
Black Melancholy ruled the fearful hour : 
Beneath, trcmendoas rolled the Sashing Tide, 
Whsrc Fate an every billow seemed to ride— 
Enclosed with ills, by Peril ansahdned, 
Great in dbtress the Master-Seaman stood ! 
Skilled to command ; deliberate to advise ; 
Expert in action ; and in council wise — 
Thus to his partners, by the Crew unheard, 
The dictates of his soni the Chief referred: 

" Ye faithful Mates 1 who all my troubles share, 
" Approved Companions of your Master's caret 
" To you, alas! 'twere fruitless now to tell 
" Our sad distress, already known too well .- 
" This Mom with faTonring gales the Port we left, 
" Though DOW of erery flattering Hope bereft : 
" No skill, nor long experience could forecast 
*' Th' unseen approach of this destructive Blast; 
*< TheseSeas,whereStormsatTariousseasonsblow, 
" No reigning Winds nor certain omens know : 
" The hour, th' occauon, all your skill demands, 
" A leaky Ship, embayed by dangerous lands \ 
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'' Our Bark no transient jeopardy surroonds, 

'' Groaning she lies beneath unnimibered wonnda : 

'' 'Tis ours tbe donbtful remedy to find) 

'' To shun the fury of the Seas and Wind ; 

' For in this hollow Swell, widi labour sore, 

" Her flank can bear the bursting floods no more. 

'* One only shilt, though desperate, we must try, 

'' And tbat, before the boisterous Storm to fly : 

" Then less her sides will feel the Surges' power 

" Which thus may soon the foundering hull deronr. 

'' 'Tis true, the Vessel and her costly freight, 

'' To me consigned, my orders only wait ; 

" Yet, since, the charge of every life- is mine, 

' To equal votes our Counsels I resign — ■ 

" Forbid it, HeaTen ! that in this dreadful hour 

" I claim the dangerous reins of purblind Power! 

" But should we now resolve to be.ar away, 

'^ Our hopeless state can suffer no delay : 

" Nor can we, thus bereft of every Sail, 

" Attempt to steer obliquely on the Gale : 

" For then, if broaching sideway to the sea, 

" Our dropsied Ship may founder by the lee j 
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'^ Vain all endearours then to bear away, 

** Nor Helm, nor Pilot, would she more obey." 

He said : the lutening Mates with fixed regard, 
And silent reference, his opinion heard ; 
Important was the question in debate, 
And o'er their Connsels hung impending Fate : 
RoDMONO, in many a scene of Peril tried, 
Had oft the Master's happier skill descried, 
Yet now, the hour, the scene, th' occasion known, 
Perhaps with equal right preferred bis own ; 
Of long experience in the Naval Art, 
Blunt was bis Speech, and naked was bis Heart; 
Alike to him each Climate, and each Bloat, 
Tbe first in danger, in retreat the last: 
Sagacious, balancing th' opposed Erents, 
From Albert his opinion thus dissents. — 

" Too true the perils of tbe present hour, 
'* Where toils succeeding toils our strength o'erpower ! 
" Oar Bark, 'tis true, no shelter here can find, 
" Sore shattered by the ruffian Seas and Wind : 
" Yet where with safety can we Jare to scud 
" Before this Tempest, and pursuing Flood 1 
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" At random driten, to preseot death we haste* 

" And ooe ihort hoar perhaps may be our last: 

'< Though Corinth's galf extend along the lee, 

'* To whose s^e Ports appears a passage free, 

" Yet think! this furious unremitting Gale 

'* Deprives the Ship of every ruling sail; 

*' And if belore it she directly flies, 

*' New ills enclose us, and new dangers rise : 

*' Here Falcomeba spreads her lurking snares, 

" There distant Greece her rugged SheUes prepares; 

■< Our Hall, if once it sUikes that iron Coast, 

*' Asunder bursts, in instant ruin lost ; 

" Nor she alone, but with her all the Crew, 

" Beyond relief, are doomed to perbh too: 

" Such mischiefs follow if we bear away; 

" O safer that sad refuge — to delay I 

" Then of our purpose this appeal's the scope, 
" To weigh the danger with the doubtful hope : 
" Though sorely bafibted by every Sea, 
" Our Hull unbroken long may try a-lee; 
'* The Crew, though harassed much with toilssevere, 
" Stilt at their pumps, perceive no hazards near:

'' Shall we, incantions, then the danger tell, 

*' At once their courage and their hope to qnell? 

*^ Pradeace forbids I this sonthern Tempest soon 

" May change its quarter with the changing Moon ;

*^ Nor into Monntains lash th' unruly Tide : 

" These leaks shall then decrease — the sails once mora 

" IMrcct our course to some relicTing Shore." 

Thus while he spoke, around from man to man 
At either Pump a hollow murmur ran: 
For, while the vessel through unnambercd chinks, 
Abore, below, th' inTading water drinks, 
Sounding her depth they eyed the wetted scale. 
And lo! the Leaks o'er all their powers prevail: 
Yet at their post, by terrors unsubdued, 
They with redoubling force their task pursued. 

And now the senior Pilots seemed to wait 
Abion's Toice, to close the dark debate: 
Not o'er his vernal life the ripening Sun - 
Had yet, progressive, twice ten Summers fun ; 
Slow to debate, yet eager to excel. 
In thy sad school, stern Neptune ! taught too well : 
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With lasting pain to rend his youtbful heart 
Dire Fate in venom dipt her keenest dart; 
Till his firm Spirit, tempered long to ill, 
Forgot her persecuting scourge to feel : 
But now the Horrors, that around him roll, 
Thus roused to action hb rekindling Soul : 

" Can we, delajfcd in this tremendous Tide, 
f A moment pause what purpose to decide ? 
" Alas ! from circling horrors thus combined, 
" One method of relief alone we find : 
" Thus water-logged, thus helpless to remain 
" Amid this hollow, how ill judged ! hov rain ! 
** Our sea-breach'd Vessel can no longer bear 
" The floods, that o'er her burst in dread career; 
" The labouring Hull already seems h^.fiUed 
" With water through an hundred Leaks distilled; 
" Thus drenched by every WaTe, her riven deck, 
" Stript, and defenceless, floats a naked wreck ; 
*' At every pitch th' o'erwhelming billows bend 
*' Beneath their load the quirering Bowsprit's end; 
" A fearful warning 1 since the Masts on high 
" On that support with trembling hope rely; 
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" At either Pump our Seamen pant for breath, 

'' la dire dismay, anticipating Death ; 

" Still all our powers th' increasing Leaks defy, 

*^ We sink at sea, no shore, no baven nigb : 

" One dawn of hope yet breaks athwart the gloom 

" To light and sare us from a watery tomb : 

" That bids ns shun the death impending here, 

** Fly from the following bisst, and shoreward steer. 

" 'Tis urged indeed, the fury of the Gale 
'' Precludes the help of every guiding siiil ; 
" And, driven before it on the watery waste, 

To rocky shores and scenes of death we baste; 
" But haply Faloongra we may shun, 
" And long to Grecian coasts is yet tlie run : 
' Less harassed then, our scudding Ship'may bear 
' Th' assaulting Surge repelled upon her rear, 
" And since as soon that Tempest may decay, 
" When steering shoreward — wherefore thus delay ? 
" Should we at last be drircn by dire decree 
" Too near the fatal margin of the Sea, 
The Hall dismasted there awhile may ride, 
^Vith lengthened cables, on the raging tide;

Be said ; Falehdic saw with grief of heart, 
The Storm prevailing o'er the loot's art ; 
In silent terror and diitreu inToired, 
He heard their last olternatiTe resolred : 
High beat his bosom— with snch fear sabdued, 
Beneath the gloom of some enchanted wood, 
Oft in old time the wuidering Swain explored 
The midnight Wizards, breathing rites abhorred; 
Trembling, approached their Incantations fell, 
And, chilled with horror, heard the Songs of hetl. 
Arion saw, with secret angnisb mored, 
The deep affliction of the friend he loved, 
And all awake to Friendship's genial heat 
His boBOm felt consenting tremors beat t

" To cut the Masts and Rigging from aboard ;

And now, while winged with ruin from on high. 
Through the rent Cload the ragged Lightnings fly, 
A Flash, quick glancing on the nerves of light, 
Strnck the pale Helmsman with etern^ night: 
RoDMOMD, who heard a, [uteoui groan behind. 
Touched irith compassion gazed upon the blind ; 
And, while aroand his sad companions crond. 
He guides th' unhappy Victim to the Shroud: 
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*' Sie thee al^, my gailant friend !" he criei ; 
" Tky only succour on tic Matt rditt." 
The Hetm, bereft of half its lUaX force, 
Now scarce subdued the wild unbridled course ; 
Quick to th' abandoned wheel A&ion come, 
Th« Ship's tempestuous sallies to reclaim: 
The Vessel, while the dread event draws nigh, 
Seems more impatient o'er the waves to &y ; 
Fate spars her on !— Thus, iaaning from afar, 
Advances to the Sun some blazing Star, 
And, as it feels Attractiou's kindling force, 
Springs onward with accelerated course. 

The Moment fraught with Fate approaches fost! 
While thronging Sailors climb each quivering mast ; 
The Ship no longer now must stem the Land, ' 
And, iard a starboard ! is the last commuid : 
While ever}' suppliant voice to Heaven applies. 
The Prow, snift wheeling, to the westward flies; 
Twelve Sailors, on the Foremast who depend, 
High on the platform of the Top ascend, 
FaUl Retreat ! for, while the plunging Prow 
Immerges headlong in the wave below, 
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DowB prert by watery weight the Bowsprit benda. 
And from abore the stem deep.crasliing lends: 
Beneath her Baw the floating ruias lie ; 
The Foremast totten, nnRnstained on high ; 
And now tile Ship, forelifted by the Sea, 
Ilurls the tall Fabric backward o'er her lee ; 
While, in the general wreck, the faithfnl Stay 
Drags the Main topmast by the Cap away : 
Flnng from the Mast, the Seamen strive in Tun, 
Through hostile floods, their Vessel to regain ; 
Weak Hope, alas ! they buffet long the wave, 
And grasp at Life though sinking in the Grave ; 
Till all exhausted, and bereft of strength, 
O'erpowered they yield to cruel Fate at length ; 
The burying Waters close around their head, 
They eink ! for ever numbered with the dead. 

Those who remain the weather Shrouds embrace, 
Nor longer mourn their lost Companions' case ; 
Transfist with terror at th' approaching doom, 
Self pity in their breasts alone has room : 
Albehi, and Rodhond, and Palekon, near 
With young Akion, on the Mast appear ; 
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E'en fbey, amid tli' antpeakable distress, 

In every look distr^titig thoughts confess, 

In eTerj vein the refluent blood congeals, 

And every bosom mortal terror feels ; 

Begirt with all the horrors of the Main 

They viewed th' adjacent Shore, but viewed in vain : 

Such torments in the drear abodes of Hell,

Ah Hearenl — behold her crashing ribs diTide! 

She loosens, parts, and spreads in rain o'er the Ude. 

Oh, were it mine with sacr«d Maro'b art 
To vake to Sfupatb}' the feeling heart, 
Like him, the snuoth and mournful verse to dresi 
In all the pomp of exqaiiite distress ; 
Then, too sBTeiely taught by cruel Fate, 
To share in all tlte perils 1 relate. 
Then might I, with aDri<alled Strtuns, deplore 
Th' impertious iiorrors of a Leeward Shore. 

As o'er Hue snrf the bending Mainmast hung^, 
Still oti the rigging thirty Seamen clung ; 
Some on a broken Crag were struggling cast, 
And there by oozy tangles grappled fast ; 
Awhile they boie tb' o'erwhelming Billows' rage, 
Uoequl ccunbat with th«ir Fate to wage ;

While he, severest sorrow doomed to feel,

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Thas with his helpleu Partaers to the laat, 
Sad refuge ! Albert grasps the floating maat. 
His soul could yet sustain this mortal blow, 
But droops^ alas ! beneath superior woe ; 
For now strong Nature's sympathetic chain 
Tugs at his yearning iieart with powerful strain : 
His faithful Wife, for eyer doom'd to mourn 
For him, alas ! who never shall return, 
To black Adversity's approach exposed, 
With want, and hardships unforeseen enclosed ; 
His lovely Daughter, left without a friend 
Her innocence to succonr and defend, 
By youth and indigence set forth a prey 
To lawless guilt, that flatters to betray — 
While these Reflections rack his feeling mind, 
RooMON'D, who bung beside, his grasp resigned ; 
And, as the tntnbling waters o'er bim roll'd, 
His outstretched arms the Master's legs enfold : 
Sad AxBERT feels their dissolution near, 
And strives in vain his fettered limbs to clear, 
For Death bids every clenching joint adhere :

A particular account of modern Athens, or as it ii 
now called Athini, ii given by Dr. Chandler ; it wat aUo 
Tisited by Lord Sandwich in his Voyage round the Hedi- 
terranean. Its Antiquities have been amply described by 
Le Ron, and Stuart. I ha? e already mentioned the dan- 
gerous Navigation of the Archipelago, and it is consider- 
ably increased as you adiance towards Parto Leone} par- 
ticularly if the Ship is of any great burden. At the close 
of the year 1802, the Braakel of S4 guns, commanded 
by my brother, Capt. George Clarke, was sent on this 
hazardous service : which be accomplished at the most 
imminent risk — the following extract from his Letter 
will illustrate the danger which Falconer so well de- 
scribes : " From the ignorance of the Pilot, the Braakelf 
when in stays, struck at midnight on a point of land, that 
forms the entrance of the harbour of Porto Leone, eight 
miles from the town of Athers. 1 contrived to land a 
quantity of ProTisioDS on the Rocks, and was obliged to 
order half the guns to be hove OTerboard j at the sama 
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liiiie ft Sheet AiKhor, and CftUe, were got oat altera 
to bcBTe th« ^ip off, which we in vain attenipled foi 
manj boon: at length, to our great joj, being BMirtcd 
bj the Wind caming itrong right off the Land, we 
(wung roQnd off, and rode (tern to wind hy the above 
mentioned Anchor. In about an hour the Weather 
changed; the Wind ihifted, and placed the Ship with a 
ttrong Gale, and heavy Sea, dote to the Shore. The 
Cable wai ioftantl^ cut, and we made Mil to get roond 
the northern extrenitj of the pointt when the Pilot, 
again mirtaking the Land, we anchored in a wrong posi- 
tion, yet clear of the Roclu: until the wind ihifting, 
placed the Ship in the middle of a lecond dark itormj 
Night. We came (lap onthore, alongiide the Rocki: 
fortunately the Ship lay tolerably ea«y, b^ng usistedbj 
the Anchori which, owing to the Wind shifting, brought 
it well out on the starboard Bow. Day-break at length 
appeared, and the Gale shifted again: hove on the 
Anchor, and iucceeded in getting her off after a few hard 
knocki, the Ioh of a little Copper, and part of the falie 
Keel. Made kuI again, weathered our danger, and an- 

horedfor want of Wind j when,a breeze ipringingup, 
we got safe into Porte Leone. In performing this we 
loit the Sheet Anchor, the Stream, and the Eedge.
